William Foor, who has been farming 


for C. G. Masters, accidentally shot 
himself last Saturday morning, the 
wound proving fatal almost instantly. 
He was starting out on a hunting ex- 
pedition carrying his gun and leading 
a dog. In passing through a large 
gate near the barn he must have been 
tripped by his dog, as it could be seen 
where he had slipped, probably caus- 
ing him to jam down his gun hard, 
the trigger catching on the gate 
and being torn off. The load passed 
through one side of his neck and back 
of the head, tearing off all the large 
arteries, muscles and lower part of the 
brain. He bled to death; he was dead 
when found. His wife heard the shot, 
and shortly after went to see the 
cause. Dr. Trimbath was immediately 
sent for and arrived shortly afterward, 
but his services were not needed. Mr. 
Poor was a large and powerful man 
and just in the prime of life. He was 
buried on Monday afternoon at Asbury 
church in Ray's Cove. Rev. A. C La- 
throp preached the funeral sermon to a 
large concourse of people.

Nelson has been doing work in many coun- 
ties as state institute instructor and has 
always received the highest praise 
As a 


lecturer upon educational topics Mr. Kel- 
son is achieving a valuable reputation. 


At present he is vice president ol the su- 


perintendents' section of the Illinois State 
Teachers' association and is one of the 
chief among ihe school men ol the state.

quantities of sticky mucus mixed with 
food which may have adhered to the 
walls of the stomach for days. Some- 
times there is a species of scab formed 
on the stomach walls which, he says, 
is also carried away. 


When the scrubbing out of the 


stomach is completed the patient swal- 
lows two tubes combined in one. One 
of these tubes is connected with a rub- 
ber tank containing a gallon of hot 
water and hickory ashes and furnished 
with a thermometer by means of which 
the temperature is regulated. 
This 


water runsinto the stomachy through 
one tube and siphons out through the 
other, carrying with it all the mucus, 
broken down tissue and rubbish of all 
kinds broken away by the brush. Oc- 
casionally the doctor attaches a big 
syringe to the protruding end of the 
siphon, and, by working it back and 
forth stirs up the conteutsof the stom- 
ach some more. This also removes any 
obstructions which may have accumu- 
lated in the siphon. 


When the gallon of ashes and water 


have passed in and out a gallon of 
clean hot water is run through the 
tubes, and by that time the patient is 
like a new man. Once more a hose is 
swallowed and the stomach filled full 
of medicated aiv under pressure. It is 
filled and emptied over andover again, 
and this, Dr. Enfield says, not only 
purifies the stomach and renders it 
aseptic, but also acts as a sort of gym- 
nastic exercise by which the muscles 
ot the stomach get renewed strength, 
enabling that organ to resume its 
grinding function, which had been, of 
course, much impaired by the progress 
ot disease. That completes the stom- 
ach treatment, which is, however, sup- 
plemented by a flushing of the colon 
every nigut and _also by the use of 
foods which"tend to stimulate the ac- 
tion of the bowels. 


The general effect of the treatment, 


Dr. Bafield says, is to remove broken

PRESIDENT'S 


MESSAGE, 


President 
"McKin- 


ley's message is re- 
markable 
for its 


voluminousness but 
not for its vivid- 


ness. It treats an unusually large 
number of subjects but gives few for- 
mulas for the cure of the existing evils 
and his plans for the solution of the 
questions at issue are not numerous. 


With regard to trusts, Mr. McKinley 


declares that combinations which sup- 
press competition and unduly enhance 
prices are "obnoxious not only to the 


common law but also to the common 
welfare," and 
then exclaims that 


"whoever power the congress possess- 
es over this most important subject 
should be promptly ascertained and 
asserted." It is patent to all students 


of econira'cs that the combines are 


fondled and fostered by the high tariff 
duties, and of course the president, by 
reason of his position as chief apostle 
of the protectionists, refrains from 
recommending the safe, sure and nev- 
er-failing cure for this disease which 
is so sorely atH'cting the body politic 
The executive did not ask congress to 
use its good offices to crush out this 
evil by abolishing the duties which 
nourish it because such an act would 
put him on record as having lost faith 
in a policy he has always zealously 


championed. 


The treasury deficit for the last fis- 


cal year was "a little over 589,000,000" 
but 
President McKinley 
gleefully 


gloats over the anticipation of a sur- 
plus of $40,000,000 at the end of the 
current fiscal year, June 30. 1000. He 
neglects to say that this "gratifying 
showing" is due wholly to the continu- 
ance of all the special war taxes voted 
as a "temporary measure" over a year 


and a half ago. 


Because the president believes the 


business of the country requires a 
"larger volume of money supply" he 
favors a greater note-issuing capacity 
for the national banks, to be secured 
by a reduction of the bond-margin and 
an authorization to new banks with a 
capital of 525,000. He recommends 
that "a portion of the gold holdings 
shall be placed in a trust fund, 
from 


•which greenbacks shall be redeemed 
upon presentation, but when once re- 
deemed shall not thereafter be paid 
out except for gold." 


"This," says a prominent metropoli- 


tan paper, "has a specious sound, but 
is it not in reality the best device pos- 
sible to enable a strong syndicate to 
corner the money market ? A combi- 
nation could easily be formed in Wall 
street to take 550,000,000 in greenbacks 
to the sub-treasury and demand the 
gold for them. It could then lock up 
the gold; the greenbacks would be 
'impounded' in the treasury and the 
money market would be 5100,000,000 
short. Would a deadlock like this be 


tiotLto the Filipinos, calling upon them

'sovereignty," stirred them up to the 
fighting point and their heroic strug-

But the end of this un- 


lawful and unrighteous war being 
near at hand, according to despatches

"building up of government from the 
bottom by officers and agents of the 
United States having absolute and 
supreme authority. "In this suggestion 


Mr. McKinley closes his eyes to the 
MeEoery resolution, which declares 
that "by the ratification of the treaty 


of peace with Spain it is not intended 
to incorporate the inhabitants of said 
islands into citizenship of the United 
States, nor is it intended to perma- 
nently annex said islands as an in- 
tegral part of the territory of the 


United States." 


In its closing remarks of an ex- 


haustive editorial on the president's 
suggestions to the national legislative 
body the New York World refers to 
Mr. M-Kinley's Philippine policy as 


follow!,: 


Mr. McKinley practically siys to eon- 


ens*- -'The Philippines are annexed—you 
can govern them when I take my military 
•free hand' off the desolation I have made 
and called peace."

In speaking of our foreign relations, 


the president says "we have been 
faithful to the precept of avoiding 
entangling alliances as to affairs not 


of a direct concern." In the face of 
this assertion how can Mr. McKinley 
become reconciled to the statement re- 
cently made by England's colonial sec- 
retary, Mr. Chamberlain, in which he 
referred to our "entangling alliance" 
with Great Britain and Germany with 
regard to China ? 


As to Cuba, after quoting the reso- 


lution of congress declaring that when 
the pacification of the island was com- 
plete we should leave the government 
and control of the island to its people, 
the president adds : "The pledge con- 
tained in this resolution is of the high- 
est honorable obligation and must be 
sacredly kept." That is all right. 
But Mr. McKinley doe's not stop here. 
He states that "this nation has assum- 
ed before the world a grave responsi- 
bility for the future good government 
of Cuba." Most people are under the 
impression 
that what the United 


States "assumed before the world1' wai 
the task of striking the shackles from 
down-trodden and persecuted Cuba— 
and that noble act was accomplished 
over a year ago. The president's fine 
sentiment that "the pledge contained 
in the resolution, 'that we should 
leave the government and control of 
the island to its people,' is of the high- 
est honorable obligation and should be 
sacredly kept,'' was robbed of its 
beauty when he declared that "this 
nation has assumed before the world 
a grave responsibility for the future 
good government of Cuba." 


Mr. McKinley touches upon an im- 


portant topic of his message when he 
says he "has every reason to believe, 
and still believes, that the 'transfer 
of sovereignty' from Spain to the 
United States was in accordance with 
the wishes and aspirations of the 
great mass of Filipino people." This 
statement 
is not substantiated by 


facts. It is passing strange that peo- 
ple who are anxious to become the 
subjects of a certain country would 
oppose the "transfer of sovereignty" 
to that nation so vigorously as the 
Filipinos are doing. The -victims of 
the tyrant, Spain, long for freedom 
and independence and not for a "trans- 
fer of sovereignty." The president's 
"benevolent assimilation" proclama- 


of affection applied to him with its 
fullest, deepest meaning was from 1783 
to 17S9, when no war was being waged. 
The war had ended and with infinite 
relief the gray-haired, enfeebled man 
allowed his harrowing responsibilities 
to slip from his shoulders. 
Others 


were like him—only too glad to rest 
back with a sigh of comfort as though 
the thing sought had been found and 
the thing desired had come to pass. 


Washington was the first to wake up 


to the clear understanding that the 
revolution had failed to cement the 
thirteen colonies into oneness of aim 
and of governmental theory. We find 
in no other correspondence of that 
time any such breadth of vision or 
depth of feeling as were in the letters 


of Washington. 
Constantly, in all 


directions, 
he was sending out to 


others his seed—thoughts of what 
ought to be—endeavoring to arouse 
them and finally succeeding. He saw 
that the eight years of travail had re- 
sulted in scarcely the feeblest sign of 
national life. His soul became wrapped 
up in the absorbing purpose of nurtur- 
ing that feeble life into strength. 
Then was he "Father." At times he 
became absolutely despondent over the 
serious condition of affairs, as when he 
exclaimed, "It is well that Greene 
(General Greene) is dead, so that he 
should know none of these things." 


Finally, however, his labor was not 


in vain, the agony of his soul was re- 
garded and the constitutional conven- 
tion became a fact to materialize his 


faith that this nation was not to be- 
come the laughing-stock of the govern- 
ment from which it had broken away. 
For four months Washington presided 
over the convention, watching every 


it is vain to serve God; and what 
profit is it ?" 


"For, behold, the day cometh that 


shall burn as an oven; and all the 
proud, yea, and all that do wickedly, 
shall be stubble: and the day that 
cometh shall burn them up, saith the 
Lord of hosts, that it shall leave them 
neither root nor branch. But unto you 
that fear my name shaU the Sun of 
righteousness arise with healing in 
his wings."

of preaching, but it is in God's Book, 
and we had better believe it, for Jew 
and Gentile alike. The gift of eternal 
life to every one who accepts the gift, 
which is Jesus, is as sure and true ES 
the Bible; and the other absolute state- 
ment of everlasting death for all who 
will not accept Him, has an equal part 
in this Book. "For the wages of sin 
is death; but the gift of God is eternal 
life through Jesus Christ our Lord." 


When he told so plainly of "everlast- 


ing death;" of "The Lake of Fire;" of 
torment for ever and ever; of "outer 
darkness; there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth," for all unbelievers 
in Him— we had better believe it, no 
matter what people say. And when 
He told so plainly and earnestly, and 
with so much love for every lost soul, 
and such intense desire that they 
might know Him, the Way, the Truth, 
the Life, "He that believeth on me 
hath everlasting life," we had better 
receive Him, for it is written, "But as 
many as received Him, to them gave 
He the right to become children of 
God, even to them that believe on His 
name." 


And the fruit also of this eternal 


life is so plainly told by him, "As the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself, ex- 
cept it abide in the vine; no more 
can ye, except ye abide in me. 1 am 
the vine, ye are the branches. He that 
abideth in me, and I in him, the same 
bringeth forth much fruit; for without 
me ye can do nothing."

The 
powder haJ been bought at a neighboring 
country store, and was one of the low 
oriced brands. He paid, Mrs. Thomas said, 
twenty-five cents or less per pound for it. 


Dr Critchfield said that the patients had 


the sj-mptoms of alum poisoning 
As the 


same kind of baking powder is soldm rnanj 
citv eroceries, as well as country stores, 
Dr Critchfield thought it important thut a 
chemical examination should be made to 
determine its ineredients. He therefore 
transferred the powder remaining in the 
can to Dr. F. Schill, Jr., of this city for 
analysis.

around the old grandfather and grand- 
mother, who used to sit on either side 
of the great hearth smoking their 
pipes and enjoying them as if there 
was no greater happiness this side of 
the dread hereafter, both will have 
launched their frail barks upon that 
silent sea from whence no sound ever 
comes back. 
Hotter died in the 


spring. Father left the old farm with 
his brother, Joel, and sought fortune 
on the other side of the globe; he was 
never heard of after. The boys that 
he played with and the girls that he 
loved, all, all are gone, everything is 
changed, home is home no longer; it is 
little more than a dream of the past. 


Seventy or eighty years ago tbe 


geographical lines that mark the New 
England states covered the entire ter- 
ritory where Thanksgiving was regard- 
ed as a sacred holiday; but, while New 
England suffered depletion of the most 
energetic ol her sons and daughters, 
the great west profited by New Eng- 
land's loss.

The Action of Sulplmr Fumea. 


"I plant an early, a medium and a 


late medium potnto nil at the same 
time. The season is sure to be favor- 
able to one of them and sometimes to 
all of them. My attention was called 
to the experiments with sulphur by the 
New Jersey experiment station, and I 
at once used sulplmr on the fresh cut 
seed. The result was all that the sta- 
tion claimed for it. It not only reduced 
the scab, but acted as a stimulant, and 
the keeping quality of the new crop is 
greatly improved. The treated seed 
has kept well for five weeks before 
planting, and this seed is not so liable 
to rot.

1 regard the 
use of sulphur on the seed as of very 
great value.

FUMIGATED TVITH SULPHUR. 


If the fumes of sulphur were so de- 
structive to insects and disease germs 
and would also kill plant life in the 
open air these fumes used in a tight 
building would destroy the scab germs 
on potatoes. 


Jly cold storage house is 32 by 20 


feet inside, built of stone, with double 
walls and air space between; double 
floors above, with 20 sheets of paper 
and three inches of sand between; 
triple doors at each end, and a venti- 
lator that when closed .makes an air- 
tight room that will hold 2,000 to 3,000 
bushels of potatoes. 
I burned a very 


small amount of sulplmr in this closed 
room when it contained about 400 
bushels of potatoes. The result was 
that one variety that had sprouted 
had the sprouts asphyxiated, and they 
dropped off at the eye. 
The others 


failed to show any signs of sprouting 
until they had been exposed to the 
daylight some time. 
In fact, I be- 


came alarmed. 
For the first time in 


my life 1 planted home grown seed 
that did not show a sign of life. 
I 


sold some of this seed, but told every 
one who bought that I would not war- 
rant it to grow. 


The potatoes all came up nicely in a 


shorter period than usual, and the scab 
germs were entirely destroyed. 
The 


potatoes in the cut are treated seed. 


My wife had 150 glass jars of fruit, 


100 quart tin cans and 100 pounds of 
lard in the storage room. The sulphur
